Obama Eyes $300B Jobs Plan 


President expected 
to propose tax cuts to 
jump start economy 

Washington 

The economy weak and the pub- 
lic seething, President Obama 
is expected to propose $300 bil- 
lion in tax cuts and federal spend- 
ing Thursday night to get Ameri- 
cans working again. Republicans 
offered Tuesday to compromise 
with him on jobs — but also assailed 
his plans in advance of his prime- 
time speech. 

In effect, Obama will be hit- 
ting cleanup on a shortened holi- 
day week, with Republican White 
House contender Mitt Romney 
releasing his jobs proposals on 
Tuesday and front-running Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry hoping to join his 
presidential rivals Wednesday 
evening on a nationally televised 
debate stage for the first time. 

Lawmakers began returning 
to the Capitol to tackle legisla- 
tion on jobs and federal deficits 
in an unforgiving political sea- 
son spiced by the 2012 presiden-

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Texas Wildfires Rage On

At least 57 blazes rip 
across parched state, 
destroying IK homes 

Austin, Texas 

More than 1,000 homes have been 
destroyed in at least 57 wildfires 
across rain-starved Texas, most of 
them in one devastating blaze near 
Austin that is still raging out of con- 
trol, officials said Tuesday. 

Gov. Rick Perry, who cut short a 
presidential campaign trip to South 
Carolina on Monday to return to 
help oversee firefighting efforts in 
Texas, toured a blackened area near 
Bastrop, about 25 miles from Austin, 
where a fast-moving blaze destroyed 
nearly 600 homes Monday. 

At a news conference. Perry mar- 
veled at the destruction and pointed 
out that more than 100,000 acres 
in the drought-stricken state had 
burned over the past week, and that 
more than 3.5 million acres — an 
area roughly the size of Connecticut 
— had burned since December. 

“The magnitude of these losses 
are pretty stunning, “Perry said. 


Will He stay or Go?

Bastrop authorities on Tuesday 
said two people were killed by the 
massive fire, which had scorched 
some 30,000 acres since Sunday. 
State emergency management chief 
Nim Kidd said the fire was the most 
destructive of the year in Texas, and 
that the number of homes destroyed 
will likely rise once the hardest-hit 
areas are assessed. 

The blaze is one of dozens that 
started Sunday in Texas and that 
were fed by strong wind gusts 
caused by Tropical Storm Lee. (ap)

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Nev. Gunman Kills 2 National Guard Members 



Carson City, Nev. 

A man holding an AK-47 shot an 
entire group of five uniformed 
National Guard members eating 
breakfast at a Nevada IHOP on 
Tuesday, killing two of them and 
another person in a hail of gunfire 
that also wounded six, authorities 
and witnesses said. 

Carson City Sheriff Kenny Fur- 
long says the suspect, who shot 
himself and later died at a hospital, 
was 32-year-old Eduardo Sencion 
of Carson City. Furlong added that 
Sencion worked at a family busi- 
ness in South Lake Tahoe. 

Authorities weren’t saying 
whether the gunman targeted 
the Guard members. But Nevada 


National Guard spokeswoman 
April Conway said there’s no indi- 
cation he had any connection with 
the Guard. 


The two Guard members killed 
were a man and a woman. 

Witnesses said the gunman 
pulled up in a blue minivan 


around 9 a.m. and shot a man on 
a motorcycle, then walked inside 
the restaurant and started shoot- 
ing. He then walked outside and 
fired shots toward a barbecue 
restaurant, an H&R Block in the 
strip mall, and a casino across 
the street. 

“I don’t know what’s happen- 
ing to my city,” said Fran Hunter, 
who works at the Sierra Le Bone 
pet shop just north of the IHOP. 
“This happens in L.A. or Las Vegas 
but not here.”

Former rebels, weapons drawn, 
burst into the houses of suspected 
supporters of Moammar Gadhafi, 
searching rooms and hauling away 
military uniforms, a portable safe 
and documents that appear to link 
residents to the deposed regime. 

The search party leader insist- 
ed only those who fought for Gad- 
hafi — and not his political backers 
— will be interrogated and possi- 
bly punished. 

But the raids Tuesday raised 
concerns about vigilante justice 
among the former rebels who have 
taken control of most of Libya dur- 
ing a six-month civil war that top- 
pled the Gadhafi regime. 

All those targeted denied links 
to Gadhafi’s army. 

Officials acknowledged that 
neighborhood councils often carry 
out raids and arrests on their own, 
without authorization from a cen- 
tral authority. However, he insist- 
ed there’s been little abuse.

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Typhoon Isolates 
Japanese Towns 


Helicopters drop aid 
to communities cut 
off by brutal storm 

Tokyo 

Helicopters ferried supplies Tues- 
day to thousands of people cut off 
by Japan’s worst storm in 28 years. 
Typhoon Talas left at least 46 dead 
and 54 missing in a nation still try- 
ing to recover from a tsunami and 
an earthquake six months ago. 

Aid-laden helicopters descended 
on towns in the hardest-hit areas 
as officials mobilized to clear roads 
so they could distribute food, med- 
icine and other assistance to com- 
munities fending for themselves 
since the typhoon made landfall 
on Saturday. 

Dozens of hamlets with thou- 
sands of people in central Japan 
were still cut off, primarily because 
of flooding, landslides or damage to 


access roads, Kyodo News said. 

Nearly 3,000 people remained 
in evacuation centers. 

As Talas approached Japan, 
nearly a half-million people were 
advised to evacuate. It dumped 
record amounts of rain on central 
and western Japan before being 
downgraded to a tropical storm. 

In worst-hit Wakayama, res- 
cuers recovered nine more bodies 
Tuesday, police said. The 100 dead 
or missing is the highest toll since 
heavy rains in 1983 left 117 people 
dead or unaccounted for, accord- 
ing to government records. 

The path of the typhoon did not 
take it over the tsunami-devastat- 
ed northeast coast, where near- 
ly 21,000 people were killed after 
the March 11 disaster. 

But as the eye of the storm hov- 
ered Tuesday in the Sea of Japan, 
heavy rains fell anew on the north- 
ern island of Hokkaido, prompting 
evacuation advisories, (ap)

Previous Offenders Led 
U.K. Riots, Official Says 


London 

Three-quarters of those arrested in 
Britain’s riots last month had crim- 
inal records, London’s mayor said 
Tuesday, blaming the U.K.’s crimi- 
nal justice system for failing to turn 
offenders away from crime. 

“What was going to make you 
more likely to riot? It was previous 
contact with the police, and that’s 
the problem that we need to tack- 
le,” Mayor Boris Johnson told the 
House of Commons Home Affairs 
Committee. 

The Ministry of Justice says 
more than 1,500 people have been 
arrested over the riots and have 
appeared in court. Johnson said 
three in four had a criminal record, 
but 83 percent of those arrested had 
previous contact with police. 

His comments echoed those of 
Justice Secretary Kenneth Clarke, 
who said in the Guardian newspa-

Tim Godwin, the acting head of 
the Metropolitan police, said police 
initially focused on known offend- 
ers, including gang members.

Many Americans 
would curb some 
freedoms to fight 
terror, a poll finds 

Washington 

Surveillance cameras in public 
places? Sure. Body scans at air- 
ports? Maybe. Snooping in per- 
sonal email? Not so fast. 

The same Americans who are 
increasingly splashing their per- 
sonal lives across Facebook and 
Twitter trace a meandering path 
when asked where the government 
should draw the line between pro- 
tecting civil liberties and pursu- 
ing terrorism. 

Ten years after the 9/11 attacks 
led to amped-up government sur- 
veillance efforts, two-thirds of 
Americans say it’s fitting to sac- 
rifice some privacy and freedoms 
in the fight against terrorism, 
according to a poll by The Associ- 
ated Press-NORC Center for Pub- 
lic Affairs Research. 

A slim majority — 54 percent 
— say that if they had to choose 
between preserving their rights 
and freedoms and protecting peo- 
ple from terrorists, they’d come 
down on the side of civil liberties. 
The public is particularly protec- 
tive of the privacy of U.S. citizens, 
voicing sharp opposition to govern- 
ment surveillance of Americans’ 
emails and phone calls. 

For some Americans, their 
reluctance to give up any free- 
doms is a reflection of their belief 
that the terrorists eventually will 
succeed no matter what. 

“If somebody wants to do some- 
thing, they’ll find a way,” says 
David Barker, a retired high school 
teacher from Wynne, Ark., who says 
he’s not ready to sacrifice any free- 
doms for more security. 

Others fear giving up one free- 
dom will lead to the loss of more.

The Shoe Drops? 

One of the biggest annoyances 

of air travel in the post-Sept. 11 world 
may soon be a thing of the past: 
Homeland Security Secretary Ja- 
net Napolitano said Tuesday that air 
passengers will eventually be able 
to keep their shoes on while pass- 
ing through airport security check- 
points — but that restrictions on 
carrying liquids are likely to contin- 
ue for some time. Napolitano would 
not specify exactly when the chang- 
es would occur. (TWP) 


“It’s like opening a crack in the 
door, and then the door is opened 
wide,” says Keri Jean, a homemak- 
er from Elk Ridge, Utah. 

The poll asked people to grap- 
ple with some quandaries that the 
government and the courts have 
been wrestling with over the past 
decade, and even before the 2001 
terrorist attacks. And it turns out 
that policymakers, too, have drawn 
a zigzag line as they make tradeoffs 
between aggressively pursuing 
potential terrorists and preserving 
privacy and civil liberties. 

Consider the rules on govern- 
ment interception of email: Some- 
times that’s legal, sometimes not. 
It depends on how old the email 
is; whether it’s been opened by the 
recipient; whether the sender and 
recipient are in the U.S.; and which 
court considers the question. 

The AP-NORC poll found that 
about half of those surveyed felt 
that they have indeed lost some of 
their freedoms to fight terrorism. 
Was it worth it? Close to half of 
those who thought they’d lost free- 
doms doubted it was necessary. 

Overall, six in 10 say the gov- 
ernment is doing enough to protect 
Americans’ rights and freedoms as 
it fights terrorism. But people may 
not even be aware of what they’ve 
given up. The extent of government 
eavesdropping and surveillance is 
something of a mystery, (ap)

WUl Metro ReaUy Go Pink? 


BARBARA RICHARDSON, assistant 
general manager of customer 
service, communications and 
marketing at Metro, answered 
questions Tuesday at postlocal. 
com about the system’s new map. 

Q Has Metro considered 
creating an interactive 
map? For example, there could 
be buttons one would select for 
showing where parking exists at 
Metro stops, another for the air- 
ports, one for showing rush hour 
or peak service, and so on. 

That’s a really good idea. We are 
exploring options along these lines, 
not only for the system map, but also 
for station area maps, (aka neighbor- 
hood maps). 


Q When will a decision be 
made on what color the 
Dulles Line will become? 

It’s not a decision for this version of 
the map, which we consider a “tran- 
sitional map.” The main objective 
of this map is to show the Blue/Yel- 
low realignment before we begin 
Dulles service. 

What is the hardest part 
about redoing a map that’s 
almost 40 years old? 

People have a strong connection 
with the Metro map. The most chal- 
lenging part of this effort has been 
finding a balance between preserv- 
ing the sentimental value of the map 
while serving customer’s contem- 
porary needs. 


Can you please give us a 
sense of what Metro thinks 
of map-maker Lance Wyman’s 
idea to make the Dulles Line 
pink? 

It’s interesting, but we want to hear 
what our customers think. We’re 
mindful that, over time, the line has 
been known as the “Silver Line.” 

Q How much input will cus- 
tomers have? Is there any 
worry that too many opinions 
may tie up the design process? 
As of 10 a.m., Tuesday, more than 
1,200 customers have taken our sur- 
vey. It’s important to gather as much 
feedback as possible. From all of it, 
we will put forth what we believe to 
be the best map. 


Q Why did you hire Lance Wyman 
to redesign the map? 

He was instrumental in the design 
of the orignal map, to which we 
want to be true. His input in this 
process is quite valuable, as is cus- 
tomer input. 

Q l don’t mind the Silver Line 
name, but when I see it on the 
map, the color is the same color as 
those used to mark the geograph- 
ical stuff. That isn’t confusing to 
a regular user but might confuse 
a tourist. 

That is a consideration. By the way, 
in previous research, we found 
that frequent riders also consult 
the map for wayfinding purposes. 
While they don’t need the map for 
their daily commute, they do use 
it when using the system for other 
purposes.

Arlington 

Summer vacation ended Tuesday 
for more than 300,000 Northern 
Virginia public school students, 
making them the last in the Dis- 
trict area to shoulder bookbags and 
return to school. 

School systems across North- 
ern Virginia enrolled more stu- 
dents this year than last, con- 
tinuing a trend that has officials 
seeking ways to ease crowded 
classrooms. 

Arlington County schools are 
among the fastest-growing and 
will welcome an estimated 22,245 
students this fall — an increase of 
about 5 percent over last year. The 
county has added classroom space 
by converting computer labs and 
installing trailers. 

Prince William County expects 
its enrollment to increase by about 
2,000 students to 81,071 this year.

Park Service Prepares 
For Bikeshare on the Mall 


Washington 

The National Park Service, acknowl- 
edging that getting around the Dis- 
trict isn’t like it used to be, is pre- 
paring to allow Capital Bikeshare 
stations on the Mall. 

The planned additions to the 
Mall, which have been under con- 
sideration for weeks, would close a 
major gap in the burgeoning, regional 
network of red bikes and could push 
more tourists onto two wheels. 

Although the District and 
Arlington have reported growing 
interest in cycling as they have 
opened 116 sharing stations over 
the past year, neither jurisdiction 
has been allowed to launch stations 
on National Park Service property 
accessible to the public, including 
the Mall and Anacostia Park. 

Park Service officials have cited 
existing contracts with bicycle rent- 
al companies and concerns about 
whether the stations would inter- 
fere with the historical signifi- 


cance of its property in the Wash- 
ington region.

As a result. Capital Bikeshare 
users wanting to go to the Mall to 
sightsee or for recreational activities 
such as softball games have been 
forced to drop off and pick up bicy- 
cles at stations in other areas, which 
can be up to a half-mile away. 

But after discussions between 
city and federal officials, there is 
growing agreement that the bike- 
share desert in the heart of the Dis- 
trict could soon come to an end. 

“We are hoping we can resolve 
those issues so we can start it up 
early next year,” said Carol Johnson, 
of the National Mall and Memo- 
rials Park branch of the National 
Park Service, (the Washington post)

The Redskins 

As the curtain rises on a new foot- 
ball season, Redskins quarterback 
Rex Grossman will get the opportu- 
nity to resume a starting role in the 
NFL and rewrite a legacy that has 
been dominated by criticism. 

Four years have passed since 
he was last tabbed to start an NFL 
season, and Grossman is convinced 
he’s a better quarterback. But ana- 
lysts have the same concerns now 
as they did then. 

“He turns the ball over too 
much,” said ESPN’s Tom Jackson. 
“It’s weird because Rex obvious- 
ly has the skills when it comes to 
throwing the football. I think he’s 
a smart kid. He seems to really 
understand what he wants to do 
when he’s out there taking snaps. 
But when you watch a guy over a 
period of seven, eight, nine years 
do the exact same thing, it becomes 
hard to take.” 

Grossman knows the knocks 
against him. His teammates do, too. 
But they also know Grossman led 
an offense that scored the second- 
most points in the NFL in 2006 and 
took the Chicago Bears to the Super 
Bowl. They see Grossman perform 
well in practice and are confident 
he can change opinions. 

“He’s ready to show everybody

that he’s a better quarterback than 
what people think,” said tight end 
Fred Davis. 

This season marks Grossman’s 
third in offensive coordinator Kyle 
Shanahan’s system. After struggling 
with Donovan McNabb a year ago, 
coaches feel they’ll do better with 
someone who can simply execute 
their offense, rather than a superstar 
who doubles as a playmaker. 

Analysts say the fact that coach 
Mike Shanahan settled on Gross- 
man rather than John Beck, a more 
mobile quarterback who has less 
game experience, could signify the 


team’s refocused priorities. Last 
year, the Redskins ranked 30th in 
the league running the ball. To field 
a better offense, Jackson says, Wash- 
ington needs to focus on at least two 
things. The first is feeding the ball 
to running back Tim Hightower. 
“And get Rex Grossman to change 
his DNA from a guy who just drops 
the ball,” Jackson said. 

Grossman’s poor decision-mak- 
ing ability has been under the 
microscope since he permanently 
took over the Bears’ starting job in 
2006. Critics say it’s not just that 
he fails to avoid trouble, but often

Error-Prone 

In his ninth season, Grossman has 
started 34 career games. In those 
starts, he threw 35 interceptions 
and fumbled the ball 20 times (los- 
ing 11 of them). He has come off the 
bench in an additional seven games, 
throwing five picks and losing three 
of four fumbles. In four games last 
year, Grossman had four intercep- 
tions and lost four fumbles, (twp) 


stumbles into it. In addition to his 
turnover numbers, Grossman took 
64 sacks in those 34 starts. 

Shanahan said he chose Gross- 
man over Beck after the team’s 
final preseason game last Thurs- 
day. He took into account what he 
saw on film, in practice, in games 
and in meeting rooms. He didn’t 
give a lot of weight to outside opin- 
ions. “I don’t really worry about 
what people say about other peo- 
ple,” Shanahan said. “I just know 
what they do with me. 

“There’s a lot of rumors, lot of 
speculation that goes on,” he con- 
tinued. “I try to evaluate people 
with how they perform with me, 
not what they’ve done in the past 
or the rumors that I hear. He’s done 
a good job since he’s been here.”

Personalities 

A young and witty speechwriter for 
an eloquent but exhausted president 
escapes a struggling White House 
and stodgy capital city for Holly- 
wood, where he beats the odds to 
find fame and fortune writing com- 
edy for more bankable stars. 

So might read the script treat- 
ment about the aspirations of Jon 
Lovett, an Obama speechwriter and 
the reigning champion of official 
Washington’s stand-up comedy cir- 
cuit. In mid-September, Lovett, 29, 
plans to leave the administration to 
write for television out West. 

“It’s always been a dream of 
mine to write comedy and be cre- 
ative,” Lovett says. “I would like to 
be able to write in my own voice.” 

The transition from speechwrit- 
er in a company town governed by 
cutthroat power dynamics to screen- 
writer in a company town governed 


by cutthroat power dynamics would 
seem seamless. 

Except that it almost never hap- 
pens. 

Lovett is the latest Washington 
communications professional to try 
to translate his skills in campaign 
spin, prepared remarks and news 
releases into entertainment for the 
masses. But Hollywood has valued 
Washington power brokers more as 
executives than as creative forces. 
There is more of a track record of 
people from Hollywood going on 


to big things in politics — Ron- 
ald Reagan, Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger, A1 Franken — than the other 
way around. 

The thin list of notable Wash- 
ington names who have worked 
in Hollywood includes congres- 
sional staffer turned “West Wing” 
writer turned cable host Lawrence 
O’Donnell and political consultant 
turned screenplay dabbler Mike 
Murphy. But the best current exam- 
ple is Eli Attie, a former Clinton 
White House and A1 Gore speech- 


writer who became a “West Wing” 
scribe, then a writer and producer on 
the medical drama “House.” 

Despite their shared sharkiness, 
the towns, Attie says, “are not real- 
ly similar.” Washington, he says, is 
a place that rewards intelligence but 
not imagination, and policy chops 
but not perspective. 

For Lovett — who has inter- 
est from studios for a Washing- 
ton-based political comedy and a 
“M^A^S^H” update — his reason- 
ing for the career switch lies in the 
apparently haphazard opportuni- 
ties and chance connections that 
often shape a career. 

While working in then-New Jer- 
sey Sen. Jon S. Corzine’s D.C. office 
in 2005, he received an e-mail from 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s Senate 
communications director asking, 
“Are you funny?” Clinton needed a 
speechwriter for a roast of Barbara 
Walters, and Lovett’s bits won him 
a spot. Later, he joined the Obama 
White House. 

He wrote many of Obama’s 
speeches about financial reform and 
his “don’t ask, don’t tell” remarks. 
Colleagues say he seeded laugh 
lines into Rahm Emanuel’s com- 
mencement speeches and wrote 
jokes for Obama’s White House 
Correspondents’ Dinner remarks, 
for which “Lovett went into come- 
dy overdrive,” according to his for- 
mer boss, David Axelrod. 

Lovett still plans to stay involved 
with the Obama campaign in some 
capacity but hopes it will be limit- 
ed. The nightmare scenario, he says, 
is returning to Washington after 
his westward sojourn and asking, 
“Have you heard of any speechwrit- 
ing positions on the Hill?” 

“That,” he deadpanned, “would 
not be ideal.” jason horowitz
